Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken alone or in combination fails to disclose the claimed invention of on- 
chip debugging; and more specifically to program counter (PC) and data tracing in embedded 
processor systems. Specifically, claims 1, 7, 8, 10, 11 and 20 are directed to trace data order 
determination element configured to generate a trace date order signal when trace data become 
available for cache miss, trace data mapped to current ranking of the relative age and trace data 
order signal is transmits with trace data for cache miss to indicate which previously trace 
instructions generated the trace data. Therefore, the claimed invention increases control and 
flexibility in the generation of tracing data is particularly important for the embedded processor 
industry.
